The stu- 
dent finds various kinds of fi- 
nancial aids in various types of 
fellowship, correcting papers, tu- 




























is coping with the common ill- 
nesses: since it is difficult sfor 
the Village families .to pay for 
medical assistance when ‘theft 
children contract the flu, mumps, 
chicken pox, ear infections, 
strept throat, and other -infec- 
tions or diseases, in aany ¢ases 
the physician is not called. There 
|are those families with special 
problems, such as asthma, .aller~ 
gies, hépatitis, and-even arthritis, 
who are sometimes unable -to get 
proper medical aid because of the 
! tremendous expense. ' 

The Village itself has .a large 
problem: speeding vehicles. There 
are around 1.4/10 miles of roads 
with over 55 warning signs that 
state “SLOW, CHILDREN AT 
PLAY, 15 MPH.” ‘People’ still 
believe they have the right to 
speed, hitting pedestrians and 
other vehicles. So far there has 
not been any satisfactory scdlu- 
tion to this problem. 

But with all ‘the problems 
which. face each Village family, 
the degree is so rewarding to its 
members that they believe it is 
well’ worth every sacrifice that 
must be made.
